All present agreed that it was desirable 
that" the IdbranTof Congress participate in Committee meetings, and that the 

should invite the Librarian of Congress to designate a representative, 
provided that suoh representative have sufficient security clearance so that 
full discussion could continue to take place at Committee meetings. v 


Mr . Bauer said that he would like to invite a representative of AMS to 
the meetings. It was agreed, that any member was free to invite cleared members 
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of their respective agencies whose interests were related to items on the 
agenda. In the case for AMS participation, the Acting Secretary was instructed 
to see that the Chief of the CIA Map Library, who serves as Chairman of the 
Inter Agency Map Procurement Coordination Consiittee, is informed of the like- 
lihood of such participation. This has "been done. 

h. Mission of FR0C1AC . At the suggestion of Mr. Bauer, it was agreed that the 
first paragraph o? "the MISSIOH* as drafted, should stand separately as an 
BTO03X5CTI0H. He also suggested that paragraph 2, line ? of the draft be changed 
from "it will be the means" to "it will be a means." This was agreed to by the 
Committee. Finally, Mr. Bauer suggested the addition of a sentence, which the 
Committee drafted os follows; nothing in this statement shall be construed to 
preclude or restrict unilateral action by agencies for their own needs, or 
bilateral or multilateral actions arranged outside the Committee; provided that 
each agency will keep the Committee informed of such actions. 

In connection with objective 7, the Chairman stated that 
will attend meetings of the Committee on Exploitation as the 
of the Committee on Procurement. 

The following objectives were added by the Cosnnittee: 

To work closely with the IAC Committee on- Documentation in order' 
to assure maximum effectiveness of programs of documentation. 

To produce a comprehensive report of the publications procurement 
activities of the entire intelligence community. 

To stimulate cooperation among collectors in the field by providing 
coordinated guidance. 

In connection with the last added Objective, the State member agreed 
to prepare a draft guidance instruction for discussion at the Hovember meeting. 

During the discussion of coordination with other committees, the Chairman 
offered to brief the Inter Agency Priorities Committee on the potential of overt 
procurement program as a means of satisfying, at least in pert, certain high 
priority inte l l i gence requirements . It was also suggested that a highly 
selective want list of urgently needed but hitherto unobtainable publications 
Might be called to the attention of the XPC for appropriate action.
